Many of the schools during the year have been profitably 
conducted. Good order has been maintained, with some excep- 
tions. The National Series of Readers and Guyot’s Geography 
have been adopted the past year as text-books. We believe it 
the duty of the Committee to know there is in use in our 
public schools the best system of text-books, but believe many 
teachers are too closely confined to them. They often sit in 
undisturbed complacency with the book open before them, 
asking questions, and do not question their pupils with only 
what belongs to the book. Pupils often suffer from this slavish 
confinement to the letter of a book, and lose confidence in their 
teacher and interest in their studies. The vivacity and anima- 
tion of a lesson is gone when the teacher is afraid to reason 
any farther than the text-book explains. The great defect in 
the instruction of some of our schools is the want of thorough- - 
ness. This is owing partly to the idea that a pupil’s progress 
in his studies is to be measured by the amount gone over, and 
not by his understanding of the subject. Without thorough- 
ness, there can be no discipline of the mind. 
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The school houses in most of the districts are in a very com- 
fortable condition. The one in district No. 6 needs to be 
enlarged and repaired. 

Parents should often visit their schools. This would have a 
tendency to encourage the teacher and incite the scholars to 
greater diligence. They would feel that they were cared for 
and looked after. We are gratified to say that this has been 
practiced to some extent by the citizens of some of the districts 
the past year. 

District No. 1—The summer term was taught by Miss B. J. 
Baker, who proved herself an efficient teacher. The habits of 
study of the scholars were good and their deportment com- 
mendable. 

Mr. R. E. Walker took charge of the winter term. This was 
Mr. Walker’s first experience in teaching. He labored to 
promote the interest of the school. If there had been a 
stfonger spirit of* energy manifested, and the scholars could 
have been taught the art of disciplihe, it would have been an 
improvement, 

District No. 2.—The school during the summer term was 
taught by Miss Mary E. Trow. At the commencement of 
. the term the school appeared well; but the committee, not 
being informed of the time of its close, consequently can not 
report the progress made. 

The winter term was taught by Mr. Joseph H. Trow. Mr. T. 
is an energetic teacher. He has the faculty of imparting his 
own ideas to his seholars in a clear, lucid manner. The exami- 
nation showed there had been good progress made. Some in 
the district complained of the lack in government. : 

District No. 3.—The summer term was efficiently managed 
by Miss A. O. Pattee. General satisfaction was given under 
her instruction. The winter term was condueted by Mr. M. J. 
-Martin, who determined to do well, and in some respects 1t was 
a profitable school. Many of the scholars made good progress ; 
but if the teacher could have had more power of government, 
and taught the scholars to know that he was master, and not 
they, it would have added much to the eredit of the school. 
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District No. 4.—Both summer and winter terms were taught 
by Miss Abbie F. Gay with her former success. Miss G. has 
the ability of gaining the approbation of her young scholars. 
The classes in reading and arithmetic made decided progress. 

District No. 5.—The summer term was under the super- 
vision of Miss Abbie M. Todd, one of our first class teachers. 
But the school was not as profitable as was desired by herself 
and the Committee. It is impossible for any teacher to be 
successful unless there is an interest manifested by parents and 
scholars. ‘The winter term was taught by Miss Emma Collins. 
During the examination at the close of the school the scholars 
exhibited a disposition to be quite disorderly. However, it is 
believed that the teacher labored hard and did all she could for 
her pupils. 

District No. 6.—This is one of our best schools. It has been 
conducted the past year by two competent and experienced 
teachers. The summer session was under the care of Miss 
Dianthy Abbott. She taught a good school. Her explanations 
were clear and accurate, and secured good order and systematic 
training in her classes. The winter term was short; taught by 
Miss Adelaide E. Burpee. She ‘was perfectly successful, and 
’ the school at its examination appeared admirably. The class in 
Guyot’s Geography deserves special mention. 

District No. 7—The summer and winter terms were taught 
by Miss A. O. Pattee. Her school appeared well. The 
advancement made was satisfactory; and Miss Pattee proves 
to be a faithful and successful teacher.
